A Brief History of Sir George Williams College 


The present faculties of Arts, Science, Commerce and Pre-Engineering at 
Sir George Williams College developed from the formal educational work of the 
Montreal YMCA. 

This work, inaugurated in 1873, took the form of evening courses in vocational 
and general educational subjects and was later c0-Ordinated into a system of YMCA 
schools. 

In 1920, the evening high school was inaugurated and six years later the 
name of Sir George Williams College was adopted to designate from that time forward, 
the expanding formal educational programme of the YMCA in Montreal. 

The college was named in memory of Sir Seorge Williams, who founded the 
YMCA movement in London, England on June 6, 1844 - seven years later it was 
founded in Canada. 

In 1926, the college was made co-educational and two years later, the 
Montreal YMCA launched a building campaign for the sum of $1, 550,000. Part 
of the funds were set aside to provide enlarged facilities for the work of the 
college, 

The college’s facilities were extended in 1929 to include first years of 
Arts, Science, Commerce and Pre-Engineering, and in 1930, the college began to 
expand until this expansion plan was climaxed by the recent opening of the new 
college building. 

In 1931, the Junior College was formed to offer an Associate Diploma 
and during the next year, Sir George Williams College opened its doors to day 
students who wished to obtain Associate’s degrees, 

The two year programme necessary to obtain an Associate's degree was in 
1934 extended to a four year course leading to a Bachelor's degree, 

The members of this first class graduated in 1936, and in 1948 the College 
was granted a charter by the Provincial Legislature, establishing Sir George 


Williams College for the purpose of conducting a university. 


In 1952, the College and the Montreal YMCA launched a building campaign for 
$3,300,000, and the major part of the monies collected provided for the 
College's new building, which was especially designed to accomodate its 
activities. 

The College occupies the new building on Drummond Street in 1956 and a 


two-year Engineering program was added to the curriculum in 1959,

Richard "Ricky" Freitag -= 60" -- Montreal, Captain of the 1959-60 Georgians. 

Ricky is a seasoned veteran of the Georgian 
basketball set-up and claims to have played close to ten years of organized baskete 
ball. A graduate of the High School of Montreal, he played for Potvin's High Aces 
for two years and during this time, the team went to the Canadian Junior Basketball 
Finals, Ricky is in his final year of Science and holds his Varsity letter in 
basketball. 


James “Jim" Peffers -- 6°3" -- Ottawa, Ontario, guard, Jim is also a returning 
member of last year’s Varsity. A graduate of 
Nepean High School in Ottawa, he played under Lou Labrosse when the team went to 
their regional championship. He played a year under the watchful eye of Ed Lucht's 
Lakeshore crew and came to Sir George Williams College three years ago, Jim is 
registered in his final year of commerce and won his Varsity letter last year. 


Robert "Bob" Watson -—= 5°11" -= Cornwall, Ontario, guard, Bob is a newcomer to the 
Georgian squad and he comes with an enviable 
reputation. A graduate of St. Lawrence High School in Cornwall, he lead his high 
school squad in scoring with an averare of 28 points per game.

William “Willie™ Epstein -- 6°4" -- Montreal, Centra, Willie is a second year man 
with the Varsity and won his Varsity letter last 
year. A graduate of Baron Byng High School in Montreal, he has spent seven years 
in organized ball. During this seven year period, Willie has gained two scoring 
crowns, been voted the league*s most valuable player and was a member of the 
University Settlement's Canadian Championship squad under the direction of Bob 
Pollock, A strong memier of last year’s Georgian squad, Willie has proven himself 
an asset under his opponent's basket. 


Murray "Mo" Anderson -- 6°5" -- Montreal, Centra, This is Murray's third year with 

our intercollegiate cagers. His height and weight, 
220 1lbs., has proven him to be a hard man to stop in the rebound department, A 
graduate of West Hill High School in Montreal, Murray is registered in his final 
year of Commerce, and has gained two Varsity letters in basketball. Murray also 
plays a little football to keep him in shape. 


Martin "Marty" Lehrer -- 6°3" -- Montreal, forward, Marty comes to us from 

Baron Byng and YMHA basketball circles, He has 
been named to the City All Star team once, voted Most valuable player, received two

Seymour "Sy" Luterman -- 6°3" -- Montreal, forward. Sy is a returning letterman 
from last year's Georgians, Voted the Thompson 
Trophy for the most improved basketball player, last year, he has spent two years
